Altho u gh co st o f the ad d itio n 
has y et to be d etermined , bo ard 
members band ied abo u t the fig­ 
u re o f $1.75 millio n as a ro u gh 
estimate. If the architects d e­ 
termine the co st to be in that 
area, scho o l d istrict v o ters will

Hall L amp Looks to th e F u tu re 


The C. M. Hall Lamp Company of Detroit, 
which acqu ired the Mu l ins Mfg. Corp. here 
fou r months ago. is taking positiv e steps to 
strengthen the steel fabricating firm’s local 
operations by transferring some of the Michi­ 
gan-based firm’s au to and tru ck head lamp pro­ 
d u ction line to Salem. 
As annou nced Satu rd ay by Harry D. Hirsch, 
chairman of the board of Hall Lamp, and Ray 
A. VanStee, Mu llins presid ent, the mov e will 
pu t the local plant in a better position in high- 
Iv -competitiv e ind u strial circles and result in 
an ev entu al increase in employ ment, perhaps 
to 1.000 persons, to m ale Mu llins again ou r 


commu nity ’s largest employ er. 
Pits are being d u g and special bases pou red 
to accommod ate new presses, weld ers and as­ 
sembly and packaging equ ipment, which is 
soon to arriv e from Detroit. The equ ipment 
alone is v alu ed at some $2 million said Hirsch, 
who is taking u p resid ence in Salem.. 
Meanwhile, Hall Lamp and Mu llins are in 
the process of a corporate reorganization, also 
d esigned to consolid ate and strengthen the ov - 
er-all operations of the firm which looks with 
confid ence on a bright new fu tu re as one of 
ou r major ind u stries — locally , state and na­ 
tional. 


New In fo rmatio n on Riots 


Official stu d ies of the big-city Hots which oc­ 
cu rred in April 1968 after the assassination of 
Rev . Martin Lu ther King prov id e graphic ev i­ 
d ence of who gets hu rt most when a tid e of 
v iolence roils ov er a metropolitan area. 
Find ings, giv en in testimony at congressional 
hearings, inclu d e: 


IN WASHINGTON, 8 0 per cent of those bu si­ 
nesses hit were small neighborhood shops and 
34 per cent had 
a total income of less than 
$5 ,000 a y ear. 
More than one-third of the d amaged bu siness­ 
es prod u ced earnings for owners near or below 
the pov erty lev el. 
Of the jobs d estroy ed in Washington by the 
1968 riots, 5 7 per cent were held by Negroes. 
A large percentage of the looted stores In 
Washington were family establishmenha ru n by 
people in their 5 0s and 60s. These were the 
bu sinesses that normally wou ld hav e been sold 


to Negroes as the owners retired or d ied . 
Researchers estimate this changeov er wou ld 
hav e been abou t completed in less than 20 
y ears. 
It is interesting that, in proportion to their 
nu mbers, Negro-managed stores were hit as 
frequ ently as white-operated shops. 
For the most part, looters hit stores where 
the booty was easy to carry away withou t re­ 
gard to griev ances against or friend ship with 
the owners. 


IN SOME CASES, the looters were better off 
than the proprietors of the stores being ran­ 
sacked . 
Ev id ence that is being gathered goes against 
the concept that riots break ou t as backlash to 
economic oppression and are aimed at bu siness­ 
men taking ad v antage of pov erty neighbor­ 
hood s. 
The information is worth keeping in hand as 
the nation seeks way s of d efu sing the ghettos. 


A Reg rettab le Episode 


The ranting of the su spend ed Harv ard Uni­ 
v ersity stu d ent who. as a representativ e of the 
Stu d ents for a Democratic Society , was permit­ 
ted to harangu e the 15 ,000 persona in attend ­ 
ance at the u niv ersity ’s commencement ex er­ 
cises might well be equ ated with the rav ings of 
a maniac. 
They mad e as mu ch sense. 


IN DESCRIBING the ex ercises as “obscene” 
and “an atrocity ,” and attacking Harv ard and 
those who ru n it as enemies of the poor, the 
y ou ng man was so rid icu lou s, so illogical and so 
u nreasonable that he was hooted and booed by 
the stu d ents themselv es. 
There are those who say It was alrght to 
permit the su spend ed stu d ent to share the plat-

form at the formal ex ercises for otherwise he 
might hav e been mad e a marty r and he might 
hav e cau sed the d isru ption of the ceremonies. 
We d o not see it that way . 
The stu d ent was su spend ed from the u niv ersi­ 
ty and thu s had no real right to participate in 
the ceremonies. The u niv ersity officials knew 
well why he had been su spend ed and there 
cou ld hav e been little d ou bt in their mind s as to 
what he wou ld say . 
It hard ly cou ld be contend ed that the speech 
was necessary to u nmask the SDS. In ou r well- 
informed society , it is d ou btfu l if there was any ­ 
one in the au d ience who had n’t heard of the 
SDS and its aims and pu rposes. 


THE EPISODE SEEMS to u s to be ju st an­ 
other case of appeasement in the acad emic 
world — u ncalled -for, u nnecessary and ou t of 
place. 
We tend to believ e that the incid ent left a bad 
taste in the mou ths of most of those who came 
to see scholastic achiev ement recognized and 
acad emic ex cellence honored at one of ou r old ­ 
est and most d istingu ished institu tions of higher 
learning. 


Week Of Gloomy Economic News 


Last week’s economic news was far from re­ 


assu ring. 
The continu ing su rtax d ebate, prime interest 
rate increase by New York banks, a skid d ing 
stock market and a hint at gov ernment wage 
and price control u nd erscore the plight of the 
American economy . 
Ad d ing to the confu sion of the tax pay er — 
who d oesn’t know ex actly what is going on bu t 
knows he is pay ing for it — is the obv iou s d isa­ 
greement of the ex perts on how to go abou t 
remed y ing the situ ation. 


THE TAXPAYER is wond ering why the New 
York banks, in seeking to d iscou rage corporate 
borrowers, d id n’t ju st say "no” to them instead 
of raising the interest rate. 
The bankers hav e said the mov e was anti-in­ 
flationary , bu t reports hav e alread y started 
coming in that the rate hike has raised prices 
for some consu mers. 
Those same 
consu mers will go after new 
wage increases to offset the rising cost of liv ing 
and inflation will continu e. 


The tax pay er also has his d ou bts abou t the 
Income tax su rcharge. 
The Johnson ad ministration sou ght the su rtax 
to combat a whopping d eficit in the nation’s op­ 
erating bu d get. 
Now the Nix on ad ministration wants a su rtax 
ex tension to bu ild u p a bu d get su rplu s. 
Presid ent Nix on believ es so thorou ghly the 
su rcharge is need ed that he is willing to go for 
less than he originally wanted and wou ld be 
willing to let Congress pass limited tax reform 
at the same time it approv ed the tax ex tension. 
Dav id M. Kenned y , secretary of the Treas­ 
u ry , mentioned something last week that the 
av erage tax pay er was able to u nd erstand . 
In mentioning the options open to the gov ern­ 
ment in d ealing with inflation shou ld the tax 
su rcharge not be ex tend ed bey ond its Ju ne 30 
d ead line, Mr. Kenned y listed wage and price 
controls. Red u cing gov ernment spend ing and 
tightening cred it also were also d iscu ssed . 
The secretary said he opposed wage and 
price controls bu t d id not close the d oor on the 
potentiality of their imposition, say ing “there is 
a possibility of any thing” and “we cannot let 
this get ou t of control and become ru naway in­ 
flation and we’re v ery close to that now.” 
Mr. Kenned y wa s the first ad ministration offi­ 
cial to mention control o f wages and prices and 
he qu ickest rea ctio n is wo rth noting. 
The White Ho use first denied the d rastic met- 
ure had been co nsidered ev en remotely , then a 
a ter a nno uncement sa id wa g e a nd price co n- 
ro ls co uld no t be ruled o ut o f the picture en­ 


tirely . 


THE CONSTRUCTION INDUSTRY qu ickly 
got in on the act by asking the Presid ent 10 
take action to cu rb wage increase requ ests that 
range u p to 5 0 per cent or more. 
The Presid ent’s Cou ncil of Economic Ad v isers 
acknowled ged that the steep wage-price spiral 
in constru ction is contribu ting to rising bu ild ing 
cost and feed ing inflation bu t promised only to 
keep giv ing the matter “close attention.” 
Any tax pay er can see that u nless wage re­ 
straint and less gov ernment spend ing is cou pled 
with a pau se in ad d itional tax ation, the econo­ 
my is in d ire trou ble. 


If the gov ernment continu es d own the present 
path it will be forcing itself into a position 
where d rastic steps will hav e to be taken in or­ 
d er to av oid complete collapse of the economy .

They were stru ck 12:01 a.m. Mond ay , Ju ne 9, 
when the Bell company complex tu mbled into a 
generation gap. It was shov ed into the chasm 
by hu nd red s of pu shing, shou ting, tu mu lting. 
aisle-marching y ou nger members of the United 
Au to Workers (UAW) Local 218 there. Were it 
not for the time clocks, the foremen instead of 
facu lty , helicopter sections instead of note­ 
books, ov eralls instead of ponchos, this might 
hav e been any contemporary campu s. They 
y elled for a strike. They got a strike. And the 
Defense Dept, is getting only what is alread y in 
the su pply line. It wou ld be d ramatic to report 
a shortage of med ical and fighting helicopters 
ov er there. Bu t there’s no shortage y et. If field 
command ers ru n short, Presid ent Nix on will 
mov e in to cool it with an 8 0-d ay Taft-Hartley 
inju nction (his first). 


THE NEWS, HOWEVER, is melod ramatic 
nonetheless. Confrontation has reared its howl­ 
ing head on the ind u strial front. It will not v an­ 
ish any more than it has on the campu s. 
Prelu d e to this d rama begins with the elec­ 
tion of the Local’s bargaining team su pposed ly 
speaking for some 6.600 members of the United 
Au to Workers. There are some 10,5 00 Bell em­ 
ploy es in all at Fort Worth. With the local nego­ 
tiating committee d u ring the week of Ju ne 2 
was Leonard Wood cock, UAW Vice Presid ent 
(in charge of the aerospace d iv ision). They got 
what they thou ght was a v ery fine contract, in­ 
d eed , from Bell — which alread y lead s the in­ 
d u stry on wage rates. 
There were many benefits. The package ran 
from 43 cents for some employ es to 70 cents for 
old er and more ex perienced , heav ier seniority 
workers. Top rate was $5 .14. The bargaining 
committee u nanimou sly approv ed the pact on 
Satu rd ay , Ju ne 7. 
On Su nd ay , Ju ne 8 , Mr. Wood cock and team 
went ov er to the hall with the trophy for rank 
and file recommend ation. Were they su rprised . 
The team hard ly got a chance to talk. There 
were some 2,000 rank and files there — ov er­ 
whelmingly y ou ng. They roared . They stomped . 
They hit the aisles. They shou ted that they 
wanted the higher rates the old er men were 
getting. There was a 10 to 30 cent d ifferential »n 
pay hikes called for in the three-y ear agree­ 
ment. They y elled to hell with the pensions. 
They want it “now.” 
They v oted d own the agreement nine-to-one. 


Word flashed to the White Hou se, the UAW’s 
Detroit Solid arity Hou se, the Dept, of Defense 
and Cu rtis Cou nt’s fed eral, professionally cool 
med iators. It’s Director Cou rt’s first crisis. 
Bu t it’s a greater crisis for lead ers of Ameri­ 


can labor. Certainly they are old er than most of 
the rank and file — which brings to mind what 


Mau rice Chev alier said to me in Paris, when I 
asked him how it feels to be 77, “d o I hav e any 
alternativ e?” 
Most labor chiefs are in their late-forties, fif­ 
ties and early six ties. And their rank and file is 


getting y ou nger and y ou nger. 
In the massiv e au to u nion, at least 5 0 per 
cent of the membership hav e fiv e to six y ears 
seniority . This means that some 700.000 of the 


d u es pay ers go back only to *63 and '64 on the 
u nion rosters. And abou t 25 per cent of the 
members hav e bu t two or three y ears seniority . 


“They hav e no consciou sness of the labor 
mov ement,” say s one UAW official, himself in 
his fifties, “or what has gone before in ou r 
stru ggle to bu ild this u nion. They want it all at 
once. They aon’t want to wait for the benefits 
of pensions. Nor d o they ev en want to wait 


three y ears for the fu ll impact of the contract. 
They want it all in the first y ear.” 
At Fort Worth they seem to care little that 
they work for a company pay ing the highest 
aerospace wages in the land . 
They appear u nconcerned that their own, d u ly 
elected negotiating team — aid ed by ex peri­ 
enced national officials inclu d ing Mr. Wood cock 
(who d ou bles as head of the UAW’s General 
Motors Div ision) had come back with u nani­ 
mou s recommend ations. 
They are y ou ng people in a hu rry . They ’v e no 
hesitation. They d o not hesitate to say so — 
lou d ly . They ’v e seen the permissiv eness of the 
campu ses. They are the front ru nners for the 
new grou p formation. They ’re not interested in 
restru ctu ring the establishment. They want to 
bu ck it — for the bu ck. 
They cou ld be making cars or refrigerators. 
It’s ju st coincid ence that they ’re making ‘cop­ 
ters for a far-off war front.

Bu t what they failed to cou nt 
on was Mrs. Rose Kenned y , Sen. Kenned y ’s 
mother. 
When Sen. Dirksen attacked Kenned y on 
the floor of the Senate for Kenned y ’s re­ 
marks abou t the Vietnamese war, Dirksen 
receiv ed a telephone call from Mrs. Kenned y 
thanking him for “the graciou s and temper­ 
ate” tone of his speech. 
The u nflappable Dirksen became flapped 
and after ex changing some kind word s 
walked ou t into the hall and told Sen. Kenne­ 
d y , “You r mother ju st called me to thank 
me for my speech.” 


LAST WEEK Sen. 
Kenned y and Sen. 
Strom Thu rmond of Sou th Carolina had a 
bitter ex change on the floor ov er Ju stice 
Dou glas. As of this writing Mrs. Kenned y 
hasn’t called Sen. Thu rmond , bu t I can 
imagine how the conv ersation will go when 
she d oes. 
“Hello, Sen. Thu rmond . This is Mrs. Rose 
Kenned y , Ted d y ’s mother.” 
“How d o y ou d o, Mrs. Kenned y .” 
“I ju st wanted to thank y ou for the nice

way y ou treated Ted d y on the floor of the 
Senate the other d ay ." 
“You ’re v ery kind , bu t I’m afraid I lost my 
temper and said some mean things.”

You d id bring u p the bu siness at 
Harv ard when Ted d y was a stu d ent and had 
someone eise take his test, bu t I thou ght y ou 
d id it in a v ery nice way , and then y ou 
d ropped it. A more petty man might hav e 
stay ed witn the su bject for a long time.” 
“Well, I’m not a mean man, Mrs. Kenned y 
bu t Ted d y really got me riled when he cor­ 
rected my pronu nciation of Hose Figu eres, 
former presid ent of Costa Rica.”

I was ju st try ing to make a 
point abou t Ju stice Dou glas’ association with 
a priv ate fou nd ation and Ted d y kept inter­ 
ru pting mu on the floor.” 


“If I’v e told Ted d y once, I’v e told him a 
hu nd red times not to interru pt when some­ 
bod y else Is speaking. I assu re y ou he d id n’t 
learn that habit at home.” 
“I appreciate that, Mrs. Kenned y , and I 
mu st say in the heat of battle we d o lose ou r 
tempers. 
I 
wasn’t 
qu estioning 
Ju stice 
Dou glas’ character. I was d ealing with the 
issu es of the fou nd ations.” 
“I know y ou weren’t. I told Ted d y y ou 
wou ld nev ei make a v iciou s attack on any ­ 
bod y . It’s not in y ou r natu re as a Sou thern 
gentleman.” 
“That’s mighty kind of y ou to say that, 
m a’am. I d c prid e my self on my kind ness.” 


“ OF COURSE, y ou ’v e got to u nd erstand 
Ted d y ’s problem. Ev ery bod y is picking on 
him, and he’s v ery sensitiv e to the way peo­ 
ple criticize him. Thank good ness for men 
like y ou and Sen. Dirksen who refu se to get 
on the band wagon.”

Latins' 
Antagonism 


WASHINGTON — While the American people 
ha v e rea d abou t the relu ctance of some Latin-A- 
merica n gov ernments to welcome Gov . Nelson 
Rockefeller on his special missions for Presi­ 
dent Nix on, the cau se of the seeming u nfriend li­ 
ness is something that goes d eeper than su rface 
Ind ications in v ariou s cou ntries in Sou th Ameri­ 
ca . 
Und ou bted ly the planned d emonstrations of 
antagonism, which led one of the gov ernments 
to su ggest that Mr, Rockefeller's v isit be can­ 
celled or postponed , were inspired by Commu ­ 
nists and rad ical grou ps. Bu t, in general, the 
coolness is not of recent origin. 
When Gabriel Vald es, foreign Minister of 
Chile, presented Presid ent Nix on on Wed nesd ay 
with a list of Latin-American complaints abou t 
United States trad e and aid policies, “the d eep 
crisis In hemisphere relations” to which he re­ 
ferred d id not arise from any single happening. 


THE DOCUMENT which the Chilean minis» “»* 
gav e to the Presid ent was su bmitted on behal' 
of 21 gov ernments and warned of “growing an1 
harmfu l resentment” against United States poli­ 
cies. 
It wou ld be ov ersimplify ing the case to sav 
that the d ifficu lties hav e d ev eloped ju st be­ 
cau se of the ex istence of barriers to Latin-A­ 
merican ex ports to this cou ntry . Nor wou ld it 
be logical to pu t the entire blame on the specifi­ 
cations which hav e been imposed as a prere­ 
qu isite to military and economic aid by the 
United States. 
Broad ly speaking, the people of the United 
States hav e nev er qu ite u nd erstood the Latin-A­ 
merican case. Companies from this cou ntry 
hav e gone to Central and Sou th America and 
hav e inv ested large su ms bu t this has not al­ 
way s won fav or. 
Instead , there has been an env y of American 
wealth and power and a feeling that the Latin- 
American peoples hav e u su ally not been permit­ 
ted to participate in the new ind u stries based 
on d ev elopment of their own resou rces. 
Citizens of the United States hav e had this 
d ifficu lty before. Some who hav e gone to liv e in 
other land s hav e not alway s been able to bu ild 
friend ships. Sometimes there has been a tend ­ 
ency to manifest a su periority which has not 
helped to prod u ce cord ial relations. 
For the peoples in Latin America are sensi­ 
tiv e. Those North Americans, howev er, who 
hav e learned how to fraternize with Latin 
Americans and to u nd erstand their point of 
v iew hav e fou nd a reciprocal spirit of friend ­ 
ship. 
TTie Organization of America States has 
sou ght to bring abou t a better relationship be­ 
tween the cou ntries of North and Sou th Ameri­ 
ca. A new, entirely Latin-American grou p, re­ 
cently organized at ministerial lev el, d rew u p 
and presented the 6 ,000-word report to Presi­ 
d ent Nix on. 
Eu ropean nations as well as the United States 
hav e profited by inv estments in Latin America. 
After su bmitting the report, the Chilean foreign 
minister said at a news conference that the 
amou nt of priv ate earnings repatriated to the 
United States in 1968 was fiv e times the amou nt 
of priv ate inv estments in Latin America from 
this cou ntry d u ring the same y ear. 
Economists here agree that su ch a trend has 
been going on since 1962 bu t they su ggest that 
the estimate of the 1968 ratio might be some­ 
what ex aggerated . 
Approx imately $12 billion hav e been inv ested 
in Latin America by companies from the United 
States and i» is conced ed that u nu su ally large 
profits hav e been retu rned . Latin Americans 
natu rally resent this, as they hav e in the past 
when inv estors from other land s hav e mad e 
hu ge profits on operations in their cou ntries 
withou t comparable benefits to them. 


WHAT THE LATIN AMERICANS are trou ­ 
bled abou t tod ay are the large areas that are 
still u nd ev eloped , along with the problems of an 
ev er-growin3 popu lation. The need for foreign 
capital is recognized bu t Latin Americans want 
to share in the profits realized from the inv est­ 
ments in their own cou ntries. 
They regard economic projects, su ch as im­ 
prov ed road s, d ams, etc., as well as aid to ed u ­ 
cation and help in mod ernization of ru ral d is­ 
tricts, as a prime necessity . 
So Gov . Rockefeller's jou rney s are not a pass­ 
ing phase in relations with Latin America. They 
will, in fact, be beneficial all arou nd if attention 
is focu sed on constru ctiv e programs which the 
United States and the Latin-America cou ntries 
can work ou t for the mu tu al benefit of the na­ 
tions of this hemisphere.

Clellan, D-Ark., would not iden­ 
tify in adv ance. 
In the House Monday , a bill 
intended to force univ ersities to 
set up programs for dealing 
with rebellious students suffered 
some blows. 
One of the cosponsors, Rep. 
William A. Steiger, R-Wis., de­ 
cided he didn’t like a part of the 
measure and announced he was 
withdrawing his backing. Other 
former supporters v oiced grow­ 
ing reserv ations about the bill. 
More opposition came from 
J ames Allen, U.S. commissioner 
of education, who told the House 
Education Committee the bill 
was an unwarranted intrusion 
on univ ersity freedom. ‘‘I would 
say requiring univ ersities to file 
plans as a prerequisite for fed­ 
eral funds implies approv al of a 
federal standard by which the 
policies will be judged,” Allen 
said. 
Another witness. Univ ersity of 
Michigan President Robben W. 
Fleming, said the bill would be 
unwise. 
Senate subcommittee staff in­ 
v estigator Perman H. Clay tes­ 
tified Monday about a workshop 
during the 1968 SDS conv ention 
at Lansing, Mich., dealing with 
sabotage and ex plosiv es. 
G ay said a pamphlet on mak­ 
ing bombs also was passed out 
to society members during a na­ 
tional SDS council meeting at 
the Univ ersity of Colorado last 
October. 
G ay testified 
that between 
October 1967 and last May 
there were 47 1 disturbances on 
college 
and 
univ ersity 
cam­ 
puses, 
25 
bombings 
and 
at­ 
tempted bombings, 46 arsons 
and suspected arsons, 67 inci­ 
dents of general destruction and 
an estimated 5 98 injuries. 
About 6,000 persons were ar­ 
rested, he said, and there were 
645 suspensions and ex pulsions. 
G ay said 39 of the institutions 
granted student demands. 
It was also reported at the 
Senate hearing that the Ameri­ 
can Insurance Association has 
an incomplete surv ey showing 
that an estimated $4.4 million 
damage was caused by campus 
disorders between last J an. 1 
and May 31. G ay said this did 
not include losses at some col­ 
leges such as Stanford Univ ersi­ 
ty and San Francisco State Col­ 
lege.
